Operators were EISIQ, EI6FR, HB9ASZ, KOIR, K4UEE, K5TR, NSKO, PA3FQA, VE3EJ, 
W3WL, W7EW and 9V1YC. QSL routes are as follows: VP8THU is via VE3XN; and 
VP8GEO is via VE3GCO Logs are with the managers, QSL's have already been printed, and 
cards are now rolling out. At this time they do not have a Web site or an on-line log check. A 
full write up will appear in the usual magazines, and stay tuned for two really cool videos 
coming out soon.
